Church attendance in the United 
States during 1957 is off to a record 
start. The most recent Gallup Poll 
reported 52,586,810 Americans at- 
tending churches and synagogues 
regularly compared with 49,600,000 
in late 1955.

He ap- 
pealed the case to the U. S. Court 
of Appeals which reversed the dist- 
rict court decision. The Supreme 
Court held with the district court

More than two hundred years ago Thomas Fuller 
remarked ithat to sell cheaper means that either 
quality or service must be cut — usually both.

Thomas Fuller and the retailers of his 
day would have considered the percentage of profit 
earned under modern merchandising methods fantas- 
tically small. 

Mass merchandising has outmoded the old theory 
that in order to sell cheaper, quality or service must 
be cut.

Texas Looks Toward Idaho 

It's a long way from Texas to Idaho. But a 
Texas newspaper — .the Daily News of Longvievv — 
in concerned with good reason about something that 
may happen in Idaho if a certain measure proposed 
in Congress is approved. 

Here a little background is in order. The meas- 
ure in question would authorize a federal high dam 
on the Hells Canyon reach of the Snake River in 
Idaho. The Federal Power Commission, after ex- 
haustive hearings, licensed an Idaho utility company 
to start on a three-dam project there, and it is now 
well under way. The socialized power groups then 
went into court to try to get this set aside. The battle 
was lost when the U. S. Supreme Court ^eld that 
the FPC's license was valid. So the current effort 
to get Congress to vote the federal high dam repre- 
sents the last hope of the socialists and the socialist- 
minded. 

Why should the Texas newpaper be interested? 
That's simply answered. The total cost of the fed- 
eral high dam is figured at $509,700,000 — including 
project construction, interest during construction 
and transmission facilities — and it all would come 
out of the pockets of the taxpayers at large. Texas 
now bears 4.39 per cent of the total federal tax bur- 
den. Therefore, Texas people would have to contrib- 
ute the handsome sum of $22,375,830 to help build that 
dam way off there in Idaho. If, on the other hand, 
the private utility continues the job, the taxpayers 
will contribute nothing and all the money will come 
from private sources and savings — and, incidentally, 
the utility will pay' heavy taxes while federal proj- 
ects are tax free.

The Big School Problem 

Stewart Alsop, the liberal-minded writer on 
current affairs, recently made a little tour of some 
suburban schools. He was motivated In this by the 
proposal that the federal government provide funds 
for classroom construction. 

At the beginning of his trip, Mr. Alsop was In- 
clined to agree with the proposal. But at the end 
of it he was no longer so sure. 

One reason for that is that the school situation, 
while serious in many places, "is not quite so desper- 
ate a crisis as it has sometimes been painted," 

Another is that "If the federal government docs 
move in, the federal government will stay in, despite 
the President's fond hopes" 

Still another is that "surely there Is something to 
be said for the potion" that the citizens of a slate 
should be financially responsible for the education of 
their children." 

Finally, Mr. Alsop came away from his tour with 
this impression — "that the teachers and officials I 
met, all admirable people, were a little loo much 
interested in the buildings the children were taught 
in, and not enough in what they were taught." 

All of these moderately-phrased observations are 
important — and the last is the most important of all. 
We will put the cart before the horse with a ven- 
geance if we lay heavy emphasis on the physical 
characteristics of our schools — and ' only secondary 
emphasis on what goes on in the classrooms.

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New Speed Law 

Effective July 1 

As he signed into taw at Spring- 
field last week the General Assem- 
bly bill to fix definite speed limits 
on Illinois highways, Governor 
William G. Stratton describes the 
measure as "a milestone in our 
drive for highway safety." He 
added that he hopes to sec a sharp 
drop in the number of fatal auto 
crashes caused by excessive speed. 

The new law will go into effect 
July 1, The speed limits it pro- 
vides for are the same for day and 
for night. The maximum for pas- 
senger cars Is 05 m. p. h.; for buses, 
60 m.p.h.; for trucks Under 8000 
pounds, 55 m.p.h.; and for heavier 
trucks, 50 m.p.h. 

Under the law motorists will be 
required to drive at less than maxi- 
mum speed when traffic hazards 
are increased by fog, snow or ice. 

The new law authorizes the Divi- 
sion of Highways to raise speed 
limits to 70 miles per hour on four- 
lane, limited access expressways, 
and to lower limits to suit condi- 
tions on the older roads which com- 
prise rr large part of the Illinois 
highway system. 

The speed limits in the new law 
are absolute. Drivers proven to 
have exceeded the limits will have 
no legal defense. 



duction costs, 10 per cent; Federal 
Government relations, 19 per cent; 
inflation, 8 per cent and "tight" 
credit, 7 per cent. 

There also seems to be little 
doubt that business In this part of 
the country Is optimistic about the 
future. Business uncertainty was 
mentioned in only 2 per cent of all 
the replies tabulated on the ques- 
tion of Industry's greatest problem's, 
although it was more frequently 
mentioned as a deterrent to future 
expansion plans. 

International uncertainty ranked 
next to business uncertainty as the 
least pressing of the problems 
pointed up by business men In the 
area.

Competi- 
tion received per cent of the total 
mentions of all problems and em- 
ployee shortage was also cited In 6 
per cent of the responses. Nearly 
all of these, however, called atten- 
tion to the fact that where shortages 
did exist, they were invariably In 
the skilled categories. 

The NAM study, which was car- 
ried out by the Association's Mid- 
west Division office in Chicago, Is 
believed to be one of the most com- 
prehensive surveys of business atti- 
tudes and conditions ever conduct- 
ed In the Midwest. Of the more 
than 1,000 replies which were re- 
ceived and on which the study was 
based, 341 came from Illinois 
business and industry. 



Taxation, Labor Are 
Biggest Problems for 
Business & Industry 

, What really bothers business- 
men? 

The National Association of Man- 
ufacturers has just completed a- 
survey of more than 1,000 business 
and industrial concerns in 11 mid- 
western states which leaves little 
doubt as to what these men consider 
to be their greatest problems. 

They are taxation and labor-man- 
agement . relationships. These two 
problems accounted for more than 
47 per cent of all the problems 
cited, with taxation getting 27 per 
cent of the total and labor-manage- 
ment problems 20 per cent. 

Significantly these ratios did not 
vary in any appreciable degree in 
any of the 11 states, nor was any 
variation' noted when the surveys 
were analyzed on the basis of in- 
dustrial classification. 

In Illinois, these two problems 
accounted for 44 per cent of the 
total — taxation getting 28 per cent 
and labor problems 18 per cent. -

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Faulty Vision Is 
Held Number One 
Highway Menace 

NEW YORK— Faulty vision and 
poor seeing habits are the number 
one highway menace, according to 
the Better Vlalon Institute, For 
safe travel, the driver's primary 
tools— his eyes— should not only be 
sharp and sure, but they should 
also be used with all-round skill. 

Traffic conditions are growing 
more complex every day. Approxi- 
mately 88,000,000 Americans now 
spend a good deal of time propel- 
ling themselves around in motor 
vehicles, some of which have the 
power of 200 horses under the 
hood and habitually travel from 10 
to Ft times as fast as old Dobbin, 

The roads are so overpopulated 
that thousands of accidents occur 
daily, although only one person Is 
killed each year per 10,000.000 
miles of movement. One car bumps 
Into another every 42 seconds. One 
collides with a stationary object 
every 15 minutes. And a car and 
pedestrian come together violently 
every 3V4 minutes. This isn't sur- 
prising when you consider the mag- 
nitude of the problem. The surpris- 
ing fact Is that the drivers who 
have accidents are mainly decent, 
conservative, responsible people 
instead of harum-scarum hot-rod- 
ders. Statisticians estimate that 
any driver is likely to have a seri- 
ous accident once In seven years. 
Some have them oftcner, some 
never. 

A number of signs point to poor 
seeing as the crux of this baffling 
situation, so improvement should 
be sought primarily from that 
standpoint. 



Wandering Mind Is 
Motorist's Hazard 

ANN ARBOR— What Is the aver- 
age motorist thinking about just 
before he has an accident? 

According to a survey made In 
Washtenaw County by University

Excessive heat takes more than 
four times as many lives annually 
as excessive cold. 

More persons die each year from 
too much heat than from acciden- 
tal electrocutions. 

Those are facts on excessive heat 
presented by the National Safety 
Council. 

Heat cramps and heat exhaustion 
— Results of excessive heat— come 
from over-exposure to sun or in- 
tense heat. Heat cramps are caused 
by excessive loss of salt from the 
system through perspiration and 
are identified by cramps in the ab- 
domen and in arm and leg muscles. 

Heat exhaustion — which doesn't 
always accompany heat cramps — 
has these symptoms; paleness, 
chills, dizziness, nausea, abnormal 
sweating, rapid and shallow breath- 
ing, rapid and weak pulse, weak- 
ness, below-normal temperature 
and skin either hot or cold and 
clammy. 

Unconsciousness and possible 
death may result in severe cases, 
the Council said. 

Heavy exertion in abnormally 
high temperatures — engine rooms, 
foundries, steel mills, bakeries and 
laundries, for example — may cause 
heat sickness. 

Most susceptible to heat sickness 
are persons not used to high tem- 
peratures, those in poor health or 
previous sufferers from it. Here's 
how it can be prevented: 

1. Avoid alcohol and ice water. 
Instead, drink cool water and citrus 
fruit juices. Eat vegetables and 
easy-to-digest foods. 

2. Wear light, loose clothing. 
Avoid over-fatigue. Bnthc<daily and 
get plenty of sleep. 

3. Replace body salt lost through 
excessive perspiration by salting 
your food or taking salt when you 
take a drink of water. 

First aid for heat exhaustion 
should include these points: 

1. Remove the victim to circu- 
lating air, 

2. Keep him lying down. Apply 
blankets over and under him. 

3. If he's conscious, give him 
warm liquids to drink — also salted 
water (a teaspoonful to a pint). 



TETANUS 

The old idea that a puncture 
wound from n rusty noil Is the 
cause of tetanus, or lockjaw, Is n 
misconception, the Educational 
Committee of the Illinois State 
Medical Society observes in Health 
Talk. Tetanus may develop from 
almost any scratch or wound, if 
proper precautions arc not taken. 

The germ causing tetanus, identi- 
fied more than sixty years ago. 
produces one of the most powerful 
poisons known. It is almost al- 
ways present in soil contaminated 
by the body wastes of cottle, horses 
and other animals. The germ is 
thus a menace to children, formers, 
gardeners, or others whose activi- 
ties bring them into contact with 
such soil. However, many tetanus 
cases develop from injuries in- 
curred elsewhere. 

The Clostridium tctnni, which 
causes tetanus, is what is called 
an anaerobic germ. That means 
that it thrives in the absence of air. 
Thus, when it is introduced into 
tissue so wounded as to close it 
off from the air, and also is hard 
to clean, conditions are perfect for 
its development. A puncture 
wound from a nail, or the wadding 
of a Fourth of July blank cart- 
ridge, is of that type. That ex- 
plains the "rusty nail" idea from 
folklore. 

The germ does not cause illness 
by n direct attack on tissue. In- 
stead, it produces a toxin, or poi- 
son, which has a peculiar liking for 
nerve tissue. Symptoms are all 
due to its irritating effect on; 
nerves. Thus there is at first some 
pain and twitching of muscles due 
to the nervous stimulation. Then 
come irritability, restlessness nnd 
chills. Then muscles begin to de- 
velop violent involuntary convul- 
sions. 

If the nerves controlling muscles 
of the jaw are affected, their con- 
traction clomps the jaws tightly 
closed. Hence the term lockjaw. 
As the toxin extends its effects, 
major trunk muscles are involved 
and the back muscles in convul- 
sion may pull the spine into a curve 
so that only head and feet touch 
the bed. The pain is excruciating. 
Meanwhile, however, the mind re- 
mains clear. Death is due, not to 
the poison directly, but to exhaus- 
tion, heart failure, or suffocation 
caused by spasm of the throat 
muscles. In untreoted cases, it 
comes within about four days, but, 
if the patient can be carried 
through the tenth day, about fifty 
per cent recover. 

With the discovery of tetanus 
toxoid in 1924, tetanus became a 
preventable disease. Children rcg- 
.ularly under the care of a physi- 
cian are given immnuization doses, 
along with their preventive inocu- 
lations against other diseases such 
as diphtheria and whooping cough. 
Every child should hove this pro- 
tection, because the germ may con- 
taminate any wound.
